ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Arnold  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1968 . 

The  health  of  the  district  remains  good  and  there  have 
been  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  expected  invasion  of  Virus  A2  (Hong  Kong)  influenza  did  not 
occur.  Constant  vigilance  regarding  infectious  disease  is  still 
necessary  however  as  an  occasional  person  returns  from  abroad  by 
air  (usually  from  a holiday)  while  incubating  an  illness  and  may 
be  in  contact  with  many  other  people  before  being  stricken. 

International  arrangements  grow  more  efficient  in 
giving  us  warning  of  this  danger. 

Housing 

The  Council  needs  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the 
young  married  couple  starting  out  in  life  with  young  children 
and  a modest  income.  Some  of  these  are  still  trainees,  students, 
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or  apprentices.  They  are  a most  important  section  of  the 
community  and,  in  general,  the  answer  to  their  problem  is  to 
provide  more  houses  to  let  at  a reasonable  rent.  Some  broken 
marriages  I have  observed  would  probably  have  survived  if  the 
young  people  concerned  had  not  begun  married  life  with  parents. 
Clean  Air 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  programme  may  be  accelerated 
buts  as  with  all  public  health  measures,  speeding-up  must  wait 
on  an  increase  in  staff. 

Meat  Inspection 

As  the  meat  production  unit  increases  in  size,  a 
problem  is  posed  which  is  not  modified  by  the  fact  that  the 
Council  is  now  paid  for  this  service o The  new  income  should  be 
spent  on  providing  a full-time  meat  inspector.  Too  large  a part 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors'  time  is  at  the  moment  being  spent 
on  meat  inspection 0 This  proportion  will  increase  as  new 
legislation  comes  into  force. 

During  the  year  a firm  was  employed  to  carry  out  an 
Organisation  and  Method  survey  in  all  departments  of  the  Council. 
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I am  glad  to  say  that  my  recommendation  to  set  up  a separate 
Housing  Department  under  a Housing  Officer  was  accepted,  and 
it  is  my  earnest  hope  that  this  will  lead  to  development  of 
some  aspects  of  housing  which  have  hitherto  been  wreak  because 
of  lack  of  staff.  A less  happy  recommendation  was  the 
transfer  of  refuse  collection  to  another  department,  on  the 
consideration  that  the  whole  of  the  labour  force  should  be 
placed  under  one  department. 

At  all  times  cost  should  be  considered  in  dealing 
with  the  Councils  services,  but  in  considering  cost-effectivness 
the  second  half  of  this  bastard  word  carries  more  important 
connotations  than  seem  to  be  apparent  to  some  of  your  work-study 
experts.
